That the uae of faulty Engliih bjr ooUefe stndenti ii on th« iu- 
ereaied, has been generally recogniied. At Harvard Univenity, the 
neoesaity for improvemeut in the use of the mother tongue bai be- 
come BO conipicuous that instructon of all courses have been re- 
quested to report men whose use of English is unsatisfactory. A 
eommlttee then attempts to determine the causes of the student's 
diffieultiee, and spécifie methods of improvement take the form of 
extra work, special instruction and lengthy compositions. At Col- 
gate, the Department of Rhetoric for a number of years has re- 
quested the other departments to report -all students whose use of 
the oral and written word is persistently faulty. This year the De- 
partment has gone a step further, and has agreed to refuse credit 
in fint year rhetoric to any freshman whose incorrect English com- 
position in other courses has not shown such improvement aa care 
and application should have produced. 

Unreaaonablet J Unfair! Hardly t For this decision is based 
Bot 10 much upon the quantity of work done aa upon the accuracy 
and correctness of the work that is actually submitted. It believes 
that technical excellence is far more desirable than the mere slop- 
ping of the product in all its bulk and fullness; that given the for* 
Bier, amplification and expansion may later be achieved, but that 
always before there can be the "full grain in the car," tiiere must 
be "first the blade, then the ear." 

With auch instruction as this, the^ college man should have the 
basis for something more than mere correctness in the art of ex- 
pression. With most of us a grammatical misoonstruction and blun-, 
der is more a **faux pas" than ignorance of what is correct. Rele- 
gate to our preparatory school days or at most our freshman year 
in oollege the times when we said "'those kind" for "that kind," 
or "those kinds 1" To-day we are concerned with overcoming 
what might be diagnosed as a "verbal supineness," an example of 
laxity and heedlessness that some say is charaeteristic of a college 
life in general. In a sense, Adjutant Oeneral H. P. McCain summed 
up the difficulty when he declared that the reason why so many 
college men "flunked" and did not receive commissions at the 
Reserve Officers' Training camps last summer was because "they 
were mentally and physically slouchy."' ' To overcome the ten- 
<Jency toward the use of crude and slovenly English is prerequisite 
for the college man who is to show the evidences of a college train- 
ing, 'to say nothhig of the earmarks of culture, real education, and 
refinement,>— Article adapted from "Colgate Maroon."

Ha knows too 
well that the last thing a man w'ii 
think of doing after taking part In an 
attack is to amlK, J, u Ukaljr that 
when a man haa gone through every 
ooncelvahla hardship and danger 'ms 
had a acora of the narrowaat esûpes 
from death, and hna aeen his frienfls 
klllad by hla alda-that h4 will amile? 
. It la true that the soldier home on 
leava or wounded ia uaually cheer- 
ful Ra wlU not eondeaeend to be 
anything alae. Ha la too proud to 
tronae, but he would like to aea more 
evidence among the people round him 
that they, are not ao callous as they 
appear tel be, and that Sir Frederick 
Milner (held more in affecUon by the 
soldiers than any other public man). 
Is not alone in thinking of their in- 
terests. Nine out of ten of the men 
that come back to the fhint after leave 
arrive with the impression, more or 
less vigorously expressed, that most 
of the people at home have but the 
vtLguest idea of what thlnga are like 
In Flanders and hava no daalra to be 
embarrassed with tba truth. Some 
men are bitter. X hava heard many 
ear that all the people at homo are 
worrying about la that the war win 
end before they hava made monar 
enougta, or that the man who «eme 
back win do them out of a Job^ No 
doubt thla surprisingly common view 
la without foundation; but when it Is 
oonfirmad by a suggestion in a daily 
paper (atm algnlfleantly popular in 
the ordinary normal man. who, .In Eaglaad). that the longer the war goes 
dvl^ Ufe. thinks falmadf lodit If be on irtXh lU Inevitable casualUes, the 



When someone from England vis* 
Its the Waatem front, It aeema cua* 
tomary for him, on hia return, to 
write hia Impresalona. I hava lately 
visited England after 18 months 'of 
France and Flanders, and I should 
rather like to be allowed, to write 
Bomethlng In friendly retaliation. The 
men at the front have a habit — per- 
haps a bad habit — of reading what Is 
written about them (s'-me, when 
they put the paper down, will smile, 
some will swear, and others, if they 
are lucky enough, will order another 
glass of beer), and it occurred to me 
that perhaps the people at home might 
hava a aimllar weakneaa for reading 
■Mnatklng more or less about them- 
■alvqa. 

What atruck me, perbai», aa much 
aa anything, was the wrong impres- 
sion moat of tba people- at homo aaam 
té bava of the army. Apparently thoy 
stlU raly on Mr. Ian Bay's version 
oi the, officer, and Capt Baimatathax'a 
vàralon of other ranka. Thar atJlI ac- 
cept that outlook on the private which 
rrreals him as droll, sIoppy-IooMng, 
brainless man, quite happy to look 
on sheila aa things sent by Provi- 
dence to supply the cartoonist with 
materials for the illustrated papers. 
They still seem content with that ver- 
sion of the subaltern which shows 
him a gay, witty. Irresponsible yountr 
man, who talks In the trenches as 
"A, A. M.," BO engagingly talks In 
"Punch," who looks on war na some- 
thing which cannot be taken serious- 
ly, and sees nothing of Its tragedy 

Nothing could be further from tha 
truth; and it Is surprising when' you 
have come from placea where humor 
has a hard stniggia to survive at all 
' to find men and women atlU thinking 
of the aoldler aa being always In the 
blgbest apirita and spending a great 
part of Ms time In making JoIcm on 
the dlacomforta and dangers of tha 
trenches. It aeema to be thought that 



mora jobs there wiU ba for ti4 sur' 
vlvora, tha ordinary Toinmy la in' 
cUned to think that there muat te 
aoma 4uatlfloatlon for tha Impraaslon 

he got, quite unwillingly, whan on 
leave, I happened to be in a rosMl- 
side inn in Flanders (a squalid place 
with boarded windows — the glaaa hav 

Ing long since been blown out — but 
bearing outside the cheering sign put 
up by some enthusiast, "Ye Olde 
Wheatsheafe,") when an Indignant pri 
vate was reading the article aloud for 
the benefit of the room. The subse- 
quent remarks might have given a 
considerable shock to the writer of 
the article, and those who share hla 
views. 

And it la not unlikely that, a num- 
ber of auch aboeka wiU soma day be 
felt by thoaa who atiU aaam to think 
that tha army la made up of men 
who take no Intalllcant intereat in 
what is going on at homa,^ The 
truth is rather, that England haa no 
mora critical audience than Ita -army, 
and no audience which takea a deep- 
er intereat In political and other de- 
velopments. The arrival of tha Eng- 
lish newspaper Is welcomed as eager- 
ly aa the arrival of the Engllah mall, 
and it is not the war news Which is 
most closely read, but the apoechas of 
political leaders. 

These are often severely crltlciaed. 
The man In the trenches has a keen 
nose for cant and humbug. Noth- 
ing, foi* Instance, annoys him mora 
than the remark which ia constantly 
being made at borne— that Ufa at the 
front haa brought tha claasaa toga- 
thar and dlnitad than in a oonraon 
bond of aacrif ice, and ' so on. One 
would liava thought that in an Inatl- 
lutlon which haa as its nain prinel* 
plo the drawing of a rigid Untf te* 
twaan officer and man— a more rigid 
line than was ever attempted in civil 
life— any lack of eympatby tetween' 
the claaaea la likely to te aooantnat* 
ed. And that is exactly what haa 
happened. The men in the ranks have 
been drawn more closely together, but 
they are further tnan ever from the 
claaa fronn which the majority of of- 
ficers are drawn. If any one who 
doubts this could travel on a leave 
train and listen, to the bitter things 
which are said, only one difference 
which widens the gap— the lack of 
proportion in the leave given to of- 
ficers and that given to the men— 
they would no longer te under the Im- 
presaion that tha war had dona any- 
thing which peace had failed to do. 
Only those who hava been in the 
ranks overaeas (aa I hava bean), and 
have alapt in tha same bam or dug- 
out, and drunk tha aama bear in the 
same inn, can know anything of the 
real ideaa and feeUngs of tha men. 
The officer is not allowed to know 
anything. 

Probably this ignorance, enforced 
by discipline. Is largely responsible for 
the attitude of those In England who 
have a habit of suggesting that those 
"brave lads at the front" (a phrase 
the way, which appeals by no 
means to the married men who form 
such a large proportion of the army), 
would consent to nothing else but a 
triumphant march Into Berlin, and 
that they think and talk of little else. 
The truth is far from that Xoat of 
the men have never had ao much 
spare . time tef ore, or so few waya of 
filUng that spare time.

THE WORK or THE WOMEN'S 
NATIONAL LAND SERVICE 
CORPS IN ENGLAND. 

When the government. In the spring 
o 191S, launched its plans for a- Wo- 
men's Land Army, the Women's Nn 
tional lAnd Service Corps was pre 
paicd to become merged, if necessary, 
in the new army, and to cease to ex- 
ist as a separate organisation. It 
was found, howeyer, that there was 
a need for a voluntary association to 
enrol those women who, for various 
reasons, were unable to sign up for 
the duration of the war. The- 110 
r.iembers who enrolled remain titular 
members of the Coi-pa, but are entirely 
under the jurisdiction of the I^ancl 
.\rmy. One of the most important ob- 
jects, of the Corps from its beginning 
T.as the organisation of village wo- 
men into , working gangs under lead* 
ors. This was ultimately taken over 
by the government, and placed In the 
hands of County Committees, but 
many organisers and leaders have 
been supplied by the Corps at the re- 
quest of the local secretaries of com- 
mittees. 

The chief work of the Corps since 
the Land Army was formed has been 
In organizing the supply of tempor- 
ary war workers Inr seasonable jobs, 
such as potato dropplnj;, hoeing, har- 
vesting, fruit picking, potato and root 
lifting, and so on. One very interest- 
ing piece of work undertaken was 
suppiylnp a large number of women 
for flax-pulling in Somerset. Thi.^ 
was pioneer work of national import- 
ance, as the flax is essential in the 
manufacture of aeroplane wings, and 
the Corps sent a group of 100 wo* 
men under competent gang, leaders. 
The workers were housed in an emp- 
ty country house, . bedding was pro* 
vided by the War Office, and the 
Y.W.C.A undertootc the catering. The 
work consisted in pulling, gating, 
wind-mowing, stocking and tying flax. 
The experiment was undoubtedly a 
success, and the experience gained in 
organizing the party this year will b-: 
invaluable if the vorkers are requir- 
ed again. Many members have vol> 
unteered their services for next year 
for the same work, and the Corps has 
already been approached by the Sec- 
retary of the Flax Growers' Associa- 
tion, who is anxious that it should 
supply the labour for the work nsxt 
year. Owing to the closing of the 
port of Riga It is necessary tO' put 
many more hundreds of acres under 
caltlvation, and It Is probable that 
four or five times as many women wIU 
bo required .. as . were supplied t^is 
year. ^. .
